The sinister activities of the 
Mafia held Italy’s island in a grip 
of terror until the advent to power 
ijof Premier Mussolini. The im- 
mediate cause of the trial] was the 
mysterious killing of two peasants 
in November, 1922 and the sub- 
sequent explesion of .two sticks 
of dynamite near the house of 
their relatives. 

The trial lasted for two months 
and more than 500 witnesses were 
heard. ‘ 

Seven men were. condemned to 
(life imprisonment; eight received 
thirty yearg each; three were con- 
demned to 25 years each on one 
of the barren island off the coast; 
eight were acquitted. The rest 
received sentences varying from 3 
to 23 years each.

OSSINING, N. Y., Jan. 11—Last{

Although the lawyers were fev- 
erishly- active, the prisoners them- 
selves showed only apathy. Mrs. 
Snyder remained in. bed all day, 
refusing food almost entirely. 
Gray read his Bible, ate normally 
but without apparent pleasure, 
and waited quietly for the end. 

NEITHER CONCERNED 

Both prisoners learned from 
newspapers that Governor Smith 
had denied their plea for a stay 
of execution, but neither showed 
any great emotion. Earlier, War- 
den Lawes had said that the pris- 
oners had sensed that their pica 
had proved futile and that the 
news would be no surprise to 
them. 

_Mrs. Snyder had dives visitors 
today, but only one of them, het 
brother, Andrew Brown, was ad- 
mitted. The two ,excluded were 
the chaplain of the Queens county 
jail, who converted Mrs. Snyder 
to Catholicism, and a Salvation 
Army woman prison worker. They 
both came at tthe invitation of 
Mrs. Snyder and the Salvation 
Army worker was armed with a 
court order, but Warden Lawes 
adhered to the rule of relatives 
only, 

Mrs. Snyder’s brother was with 
her for almost an hour, but the 
nature of their conversation was 
not revealed.
